State to Sell 
Toll Road Bonds 
During October 


S P R IN G F IE L D (FR) 
Gov. Wil­ 
liam G. Stratton today announced 
the bonds for Illinois' first toll 
roads will go up for sale in the 
“middle of October.” 
Stratton announced the *ale of 
the 400 million dollar bond i.--ue 
after a meeting with the Illinois 
Toll Highway Commission. 
He said actual construction of 
the turnpikes will get underway 
next spring. 
The roads financed 
by the first bond issue are three 
sections of a tri state and east-west 
system in northeast Illinois total­ 
ing 193 miles. 
These three toll roads are the 
east section of a tri state route rim ­ 
ing from the Indiana state line 
around Chicago; the west section 
of the tr i s t a t e route running n o r t h ­ 
westerly from west of Chicago past 
Rockford; and “Section A " of the 
east west route running from west 
of Chicago to near Aurora 
Bond Terms Unknown 
Stratton said terms of the bond 
issue would not be known until 
shortly before the bonds a re of­ 
fered for sale and will de pend on 
conditions of the bond market. The 
bonds will be paid off by revenues 
from the toll highways 
The gove rnor said the “ definite 
d a te ’’ for the sale of the bonds 
was decided after an “ up-to-daC*” 
traffic and earnings report and a 
supplemental 
engineering

How are we to combat the trends 
which reflect a shocking number 
of juveniles involved in illegal ac 
tivities each year'1 
First of all, we need to know 
that juvenile crime is not an un­ 
controllable 
problem 
Something 
can be done about it 
In more 
than a few areas of the country 
something is being done. 
A mini 
ber of communities, aroused by 
the 
spreading blot 
of youthful 
crime, have succeeded in halting 
the increase of delinquency ,md in 
a few instances have reversed the 
general trend. No “ cure-all” rem ­ 
edy has been found. 
Hard work, 
determination, and community co­ 
operation appear to be the com 
mon denominators rather than spa 
cif ic methods of attack The meth­ 
ods varied 
They ranged from pro­ 
grams 
of youths policing them­ 
selves, to the courts holding par 
ents responsible for the acts of 
their children. 
Getting 
“ tough’ 
with delinquents was effective in 
one area. Police boys clubs worked 
in other areas. 
Still others em 
phasized improvement of recrea­ 
tional facilities. 
While 
methods 
were many and varied, all groups 
stressed one thing: Prevention of 
crime. 
Preventive efforts with relation 


to delinquency problems can be 
most effective when the .specific 
causes of delinquency are once as 
certained. These vary. Delinquents 
come from wealthy as well as pov 
erty-stricken homes. 
It is the way 
a child i' reared and tin- atmos­ 
phere of the surroundings in which 
he is reared that make him what 
he is 
Almost invariably there is 
a cause-and effect relationship be­ 
tween the delinquent and the at 
Biosphere of the home 
Juvenile delinquency stems from 
adult failures and adult delinquen­ 
cies 
We need to restore stern 
standards of adult conduct. 
We 
need to debunk the debunkers who 
continuously 
slander 
traditional 
standards of conduct morality and 
J patriotism. We need to demand re* 
i spossibility on the part of parents. 
IThe Biblical charge to ‘ tram up a 
child in the way he should go; and 
when he is old, he v ill not depart 
from it” I' as sound today a- it 
was one or many generations ago
